look., During the closing weeks of President 
Harrison’s administration, Mr. Cleveland’s 
closest frienda were filled with indignation 
that the gold reserve should be allowed to get 
down in the neighborhood of $106,000,000 
without some steps being taken to replenish 
it, such as the issue of $60,000,000 
of bonds. President Harrison had pretty 
positive evidence that there was a conspiracy, 
partly financial and partly political, to force 
upon his administration an increase of the 
public debt.)

He did not be- 
lieve that the $100,000,000 was a sacred re- 
serve, not to be touched under any circum- 
stances... But he could not ignore the evi- 
dences that the s lators had brought 
about a condition which might make the is- 
suance of bonds preferable to touching that 
reserve, for there was unquestionably a strong- 
ly backed gold-gamblers’ movement to bid 

old up toa premium. He put his foot down 
Svinly and enforced the policy which kept the 
reserve above $100,000,000, and at the same 
time did away with any necessity for bonds. 

Vhe Cieveland administration has been in 
power a week, the gold reserve is below $104,- 
000,000, and still the administration goes 
slowly about issuing bonds,.and it is found 
that while the margin may be narrow the 
limit can never be less to be pretty well main- 
tained, Wall street’s howl has less of terror 
for Secretary Carlisle than it had when he 
was only the prospective Secretary of the 
Treasury. He is getting gold iu about as fast 
as it goes out. Natural trade conditions are 
asserting themselves. banks have got to 
have swall notes, and to get them they are 
willing to exchange some gold they have been 
hoarding. Word was received today that Cni- 
cago wul probably want more than $3,000,000 
small notes and had the gold .ready to give 
for them as fast as the Treasury could make 
shipments. Cattle and grain are beginning to 
be moved and the general conditions through- 
out the West seém to call for more currency. 

This afternoon the associated banks of Cin- 
cinnati telegraphed the Treasury for $600,000

THE REAL SOURCES OF THE NILE. 


Ancient Myths Concerning the Mountains 
of the Moon, 

New York Post; The report of Dr. Bau- 
mann’s latest geographical investigation of the 
Kagera River, and the country lymg between 
that stream and Lake Tanganyika, affords an 
interesting and important contribution to the 
history of the sources of the Nile and a singv- 
lar confirmation of the ancient myths con- 
cerning the Mountains of the Moon. Sept. 5 
last Dr. Baumann’s expedition reached the Ka- 
gera River, and was received by the natives 
of Urundi with extraordinary demonstrations 
of joy and ay ae He learned that Urund:, 
from Ujij: to Ruanda, for ages had been ruled 
by Kings who were supposed to be lineal de- 
scendants of the moon, and that. the natives 
believed him to be thé last King, who had 
died a generation before and who had 
come back to them. On Sept. 11 the 
expedition crossed the Akenyaru, which is 
not, as supposed, a lake, buta river. Dr. Ban- 
mann also discovered that the so-called Lake 
Mworengo is in reality a river which flows 
into the Akenyaru, and came to the con- 
clusion that there was no extensive sheet of 
water in Ruanda or North Urundi. (n Sept. 
10 he arrived at the sources of the Kagera, 
at the foot of the precipitous and wooded hills 
which form the watershed between the basins 
of the Rufizi and Kagera. This mountain 
chain is known to the natives by the name of 
the ** Mountains of the Moon,” and is held in 
peculiar reverence by them, Here Mr. Bau- 
mann maintains the real source of the Nile to 
be, for if “it be acknowledged that the Ka. 
gera is the chief feeder of the Victoria Nyaa-> 
za, it follows that the headwaters of the Nile 
can be nune other than the Kagera itself in 
the Mountains of the Moon in Urundi, within 
the boundaries of the German East Africa.”’

Grover Planning to Secure Credit for Ha- 
walian Annexation.

No statement is 
made absolutely that he will not ultimately 
favor a protectorate, but all the indications 
are that he will face the inevitable and accept 
annexation.

decessor of the credit for the Hawaiian pglicy 
is fraught with grave responsibilities, the 
ident seems willing to accept them. 
Whatever complications may arise m this 
delay will be laid at the door of the adminis- 
tration. British and other European intrigues 
may make therhselves felt on the islands, 
though the Commissioners who are here say 
that the provisional government is strong 
enough to maintain itself even though the 
impression gets out that President Cleveland 
is against annexation. 
full advices from the staff corres pond- 
ent to Taz Tarsuns are accepted by the Com- 
missioners as giving a very accurate view of 
the situation. No information which the 
President and Secretary Gresham get from 
naval officers is nnbiased, and its whole trend 
will be to set before them the folly of a pro- 
teetorate and the desirability of annexation. 
While Aamiral Brown, who has been 
specially detailed here to give information be- 
cause of his intimate - knowledge of Hawaiian 
affairs, originally leaned to a protectorate he 
has now on fuller news of the developments

MODIFICATION OF THE TREATY, 


A Republican Senater Believes That Certain 
Changes Will Be Made, 
Wasaineton, D. C., March 10.—The course 
of the President in withdrawing the Hawaiian 
treaty is still a matter of discussion among 
Senators, though they are stopped from 
talking publicly upon the subject by the 


ancient Senatorial tradition that matters ex- | 


ecutive must be regarded as secret until such 
time as the Senate itself removes. the injunc- 
tion of secrecy, which it has failed todo in 
the present instance. 

A Republican Senator who has taken a 
prominent ges in most of the discussions in 
‘the Senate in recent years that have touched 
foreign relations said today that he had re- 
ceived an intimation that the President was 
desirous of modifying the treaty and that it 
would ultimately be returned to the Senate. 
One of the contemplated modifications was 
pogeas suggested by the protest of Queen 

ilinokelant. made by Mr. Paul Neumann, 
her representative, which stated that a ma- 
jority of the Hawaiians were bitterly op 
to annexation. Senator thought it 
possible that the President might so 
frame the treaty that annexation would 
depend upon the will of the Hawaiians as ex- 

ressed by a plebiscitum. Should the ma- 
jority reject annexation, then a protectorate 
might be established. The Senator thought 
that a se bor’ Sam the inteiligent population 
of the iglands favored annexation, but amon 
the lower classes much opposition woul 
doubtless be found. Should these classes 
domivate, then a protectorate would tollow, 
and this in turn would result in annexation, 
because the United States could not under- 
take permanently to assume responsibility 
for the acts of the islanders without the power 
to contro! those acts; otherwise serious com- 
plications with other powers would ensue. 


Touching the Sugar Bounty. 

The Senator further admitted that the 
treaty was ambiguous respecting the sugar 
bounty. While the general understanding was 
that it vided that this bounty should not 
be paid to the Hawaiian sugar producers 
there was a possibility of a different interpre- 
tation of the section. Had the Republican 
Senate dealt with the question the treaty 
would doubtless have been amended in this 
respect, so as to make that point very clear. 
He thought 16 hardly possible that the Presi- 
dent would abandon everything that haa been 

ined in the eS of the treaty, for he 

announced he had withdrawn it for 
“consideration” and he would doubtless re- 
turn it in a modified shape to the Senate, al- 
though he might defer that action until a 
competent commission had visited the island 
and made report. 

The interview between Secretary Gresham 
and Messrs. Thurston and Castle of the Ha- 
waiian Commission at the State Department 
this afternoon was brief, ome only five or 
ten minutes.

Statement by Col, Henderson. 

Col. D. B. Henderson of Iowa, for eight 
years a member of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, has made a careful analysis of 
the work of the Fifty-second Congress. He 
gives the total appropriations, including per- 
manent appropriations, at $1,026,822,049, ex- 
ceeding the Fifty-first Congress by 9$68,404,- 
866, an increase of $115,707 for each Congres- 
sional district in the United States. He no- 
tices the charge that the Senate makes the 
large appropriations and calls attention to the 
fact that the House, at the session just closed, 
sent ite bills to the Senate for $513,687,242, 
or at the rate of over  §$1,027,- 
000,000 per annum. The House ia a 
‘billion-dollar House,” for its bills for 
the Fifty-second Congress aggregated $1,004, - 
178,614 before they reached the Senate. He 
shows that in addition to appropriations 
actually made by the Fifty-second Congress 
it authorized contracts, mortg future 
revenues, in the sum of $58,526,621. He says 
that if the Fifty-second Congress seeks to ex- 
cuse itself by oaataing ite extravagance to 
the a on of the Fifty-first Congress then 
the r Congress can make similar claims 
fre its ocratic predecessor and the 
pe ores Congress aggregating over $91,- 

Te guard egainst a deficit Mr. Henderson 
warns this ad:ninistration to give closer atten-

He shows that the retirmg administration 
paid $296,316,931 on the public debt, saving in 
interest 493 annually. He touches on 
pensions, showing from the Pension Bureau 
that the rolis will reach their highest point 
Dec. 31, 1894, with 1,171,918. on the rolls, in- 
cluding invalids, widows, orphans, and de- 
pendent parents, the annual value of the rolls 
at that date bemg $155,865,094; that in 1895 
there will be dropped from the rolls 44,932 
pensioners, with an increasing ratio there- 
after. Referring to the complaint against 
widows’ pensions he shows that if all widows’ 
claims yet undisposed of are allowed there 
would be 709,834 dead soldiers unrepresented 
on the rolis by & widow, an orphan, or a de- 
pendent parent.

Friends Earnestly Urging His Restoration

The records 
have always been open and anybody could 
find the date of a Postmaster’s commission. 
The new rule will save them a heap of trouble,

Postmaster-General Bissell is very frank in 


explaining his course. He has taken is after 


consultation with President Cleveland, as he 
thinks that the Democrats of the country need 
a shower-bath to cool the warmth with which 
the hunt for the offices has begun.

MAY INTRODUCE A BILL ONLY ONCE. 


Decision in the House That Will Prevent 
Waste of Time. 

Srrineri2tp, Iil., March 10.—In the House 
this morning the resolution of Mr. Tice, 
memorializing Congress to abandon the work 
on the dams in the Illinois Riveg and to devote 
the funds contemplated in that work to deep- 
ening and to the improvement of the channel 
of the river in orderto makea navigable 
waterway, was adopted. This resolution is 
one the passage of which was recommended 
by the Chicago Drainage Commissioners in 
order to facilitate the construction andgperd- 
tion of the prospective drainage canal. 

On the introduction of bills Mr. -Carmody 
reintroduced his measure presented some 
weeks ago and recommitted by the House to 
the Com muttee on Judiciary, providing for the 
taxation of express and telegraph corporations, 
and life, fire, marine, and accident insurance 
companies 3 per cent on their gross earnings 
within the State. 

The Speaker ruled the bill dut of order as it 
was an exact copy of the measure previously 
introduced by Mr. Catmody now pending in 
the Judiciary committee. The vehee being 
called in question, Speaker Crafts read the 
following rule of Cushing’s Manual:

Laxcorzm, Neb,; March 10.—[Special.]—The 
indignation Nébraska citizens over the 
disciosures in connection with the treatment 
of convicts at tlie State penitentiary had be- 
gun to show itself in petitions to the Legisla- 
ture this morning demanding the prosecution 
of the guilty parties when the committee 
investigating State offices brought in a report 
on the construction of the addition to the pen- 
tentiary reventiy finished. This shows how 
the State was swindled out of more than $50,- 
000. C. W. Mosher, wrecker of the Capital 
National Bank, was alleged to have engineered 
tne deal and many State officers, among them 
Gov. Buyd, wereecensured for permitting the 
steal. 

This work, under the laws of the State, was 
under the direetion and supervision of the 
Board of Public Lands and Buildings, consist- 
ing of the Land Com{nissioner, Secretary of 
State, Treasurer, and Attorney-General. In 
May, 1891, the board appointed W. H. Dor- 
gan its Superintendent with full power to em- 
ploy all labor and purchase all material and 
to oversee the building generally. At this 
tune aad up to February, 1892, Mosher was 
the prison contractor and Dorgan was his 
manager and had full charge of all his inter- 
ests at the penitentiary, including subletting of 
convicts to third Jrarties by the week. Dvyr- 
gan used the convicts to build the addition, 
charging the State $1 per day for each man 
amglonat whereas they were hired from the 
State at 30 cents perday. The method adopted 
in expending and in accounting for the money 
was this; The board would allow an estimate

the wishes of the professors of the Lutheran 
Seminary here. In a communication to the 
State Journal, which will be. published to- 
morruw, Prof. Herzer says: 

The new Ch in of the Joliet Penitentiary ex- 
pressed his to be dssisted by the students of 
this seminary in teaching the Sunday-school class 

re. Now, itis entirely at the option of the 
students to with this wish or not. They 
are not sent y cannot be sent by any of the 
professors, as has been erroneously stated in your 
paper. Permit me to state our position in regard 
to this matter. From principle we are opposed to 
every chaplaincy in State institutions, in the 
Legislature, and in political meetings, and also 
to teaching of sectarian and non-sectarian re- 
ligion by any autnority of the State, this being a 
kind of combination and union of State and 
Chureh, of religious and State affairs. We 
condemn every com on to any religious 
meeting and to the teaching of the catechism on 
the international Sunday-school lessons in State 
institations by order of State officers. If indi- 
viduals wish to have any religious instruction 
they may ask for it and no one has a right to pre- 
vent them ‘from receiving it. We also reject 


public schools, must alwa¥s be maintained sepa- 
rate and independent of each other, in practice as 
well as in theory, in every particular. 

Finally permit the empbatic statement that the 
remark “the Lutherans attempt to monopulize the 
spiritual salvation of the penitentiary inmates,” 
is unwaranted and misrepresents their position. 
The Latheran Schoo) committee is not concerned 
in the chaplaincy in Joliet. 

In talkmmg about this communication Prof. 
Herzer stated that the Rev. Mr. Stephan had 
accepted the chaplaincy at Joliet against the 
advice and wishes of the leaders of the 
Lutheran Church, that he was not called there 
as the pastor of any Lutheran Church, and 
was not now the pastor of any church, but 
was simply holding a political appointment 
and one which the church did not think ought 
to exist, and intimated that it was therefore 
unjust to hold the Lutheran Church respon- 
sible in any way for his administration of b his 
position as chaplain. 

When the attention of Gov. Altgeld was called 
this evening to the published interview with 
his chaplain, Mr. Stephan, in which the latter 
declared that he would run the Sunday-school 
at the penitentiary to suit himself, without re- 
gard to the order issued by the Governor de- 
claring that ail religious denominations should 
be alluwed equal rights in the State institu- 
tions, the Governor suggested that Mr. Ste- 

han probably had not seen his letter to the 

arden when he gave out that interview, but 
declined to state whether he would take any 
further action in regard to the matter. He 
intimated, however, that there was no prob- 
ability that the religions instruction at the 
prison would be sectarian or denominational.

They 
have entered into a contract to charge a uni- 
form price for all Bessemer ore mined of the 
three ranges during the coming season and 
the market is not to be overstocked. 

Isuremine, Mich.,.March 10.—The pro- 
ducers of iron ore in the Lake Superior dis- 
trict are seriously canvassing the idea of form- 
ing a combination to resist the encroachments 
of the furnace men of the East. For the last 
two years the profits have either been small 
or not discernible, while many of the smaller 
miners, and those handicapped by royalties, 
have made no money, or have actually iost it 
on the work for the last twenty-four months. 
Many mives have been closed and others are 
in the hands of receivers.

RELICS OF SOME TERRIBLE CRIME, 


Some Recently Discovéeréd if Idaho—Ar- 
rivals and News of the Hotels, 


C. H. Carter of Boise, Idaho, speaking of 


the peculiar relics found it various parts of 
Idaho, said at the Palmer yesterday: 

“Snake River has a history of early days 
which if written would astonish the American 
people. When Idaho was a comparatively un- 
explored region and daring men ventured into 
the wilderness in search of gold and other 
treasures human life was not valued and 
murder was the order Of the day on the 
slightest provocation. 

“Last week a party of prospectors id 
Owyhee County unearthed, a ghastly relic, the 
skeleton of a woman. The bones of one hand 
and foot were missing and sticking into one 
of the shoulder blades was the rusty blade of 
aknife. A three-cornered file was found im- 
bedded in the throat of the unfortunate 
woman, where it had been driven with such 
murderous force that it still remained in the 
vertebra. It represented one of many stories 
of cruel crime enacted in the first period of 
Idaho’s settlement.”

That Is What Mrs. Palmer Expects of the 
Isabella Souventr Coins. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer feels confident that ‘the 
Isabella silver souvenir coins granted by Con- 
gress to the Board of Lady Managers will be 
ready for distribution by May 1. ‘There are 
but 40,000 of them, Congress having appro- 
priated $10,000 to be minted in coins at 25 
cents each, and already there are indications 
of efforts to buy them up in quantities or 
“corner” them. Insome respects the Isa- 
bella souvenir coin may be regarded.as even 
a greater novelty than the Columbus half 
dollar, since it is the first coin mitited by the 
authority of the United States in special rec- 
ognition of the place of woman: in the govern- 
ment, the State, or in great gocial and indus- 
trial movements. That the coius will coin- 
mand a premium, and proportionately a large 
premium, would seem to be certain, and al- 
ready the Board of Lady Managers has re- 
ceived many communications accompanied 


by substantial checks offering to pay a hand- 
some round sum for the first coin of this 
series. 


The coin itself will be of extremely artistic 
and beautiful design, and the issue will be one 
of perfect tinish and involving same care 
and painstaking attention as are given to the 
coinmg of the Columbian half dollar, The 
woman’s coin will be stamped with the por- 
trait of Isabella of Spain, the first coin ever 
issued by this coromees bearing a portrait 
ofawoman. The genéral design is now be- 

ng made by Kenyon Cox. 

The provision for this souvenir coin in the 
appropriation recently made by Congress for 

Board of Laiy Managers was intended by 
the National Legislature to mark two impor- 
tant events. The aid g‘ven by Queen Isabella 
of Spain to Columbus in the furtherance of 
his voyage of discovery; and also emphasis of 
the fact that for the first time in the history 
of the world special provision has been made 
by the Uni States Congress for the ade- 
quate participation of women in a great inter- 
national enterprise. 

The board has received several offers of 
$40,000 for the 40,000 coins, in addition to 
special bids mace for the first coin issued.
